TRY-OUTS CONTINUE)

Tha reason tor tMs st^ la that it 
was ikwloaad as raadtngs p ro u sadad, 
that a Tery moeh iargar namhar of 
young women desired parts in the 
play than had been expected, and on 
aecoBBt of tha fhct that "Beau Brum- 
smT wm* upfsataaity ton oaly a lim- 
ited BOBhar of thaaa, It waa bob sM 
ered advisable to make the substitu- 
tion, as the cast of "The Climbers" 
incladaa tea women parts and twelve 
SMB parta, aat laaa thaa foar of the 
formar h^ng oatalaBdhw ehafaetars. 

The change will not cause any loss 
of time as readings for the "Beau 
Brummel" parts bad not proceeded be- 
yond tba roadtaig stage, and these 
readings wfll ha tadlcatfra ta aalae> 
tlons for parts for "The Climbers." 
As a matter of fact, preparation for 
tba play haa sterted so asBOh earlier 
thto yaax thaa hi torflMr yaava that no 
dlfflenlty Is aipeetad to itha p rodae U o B 
of the play, possibly late in March. 

"The Climbers" is considered by 
competent critics Clyde Fitch's most 
compelling and masterful drama, 
bringing apoB tha stage daHaaatlOB 
that calls for nice conception of the 
demands of its various roles, both In 
oMBaflj aad In its most serious as- 
paeta.
